Board postpones vote on counsel funds

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen has postponed its 
vote on the recommendation 
made by Town Manager 
Michael Caira that approxi- 
mately $200,000 be appropriated 
in the 2005 budget for expenses 
to related to services provided 
by Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis. 

The postponement, which 
makes the second consecutive 
meeting during which the issue 
was tabled, occurred because 


all selectmen were not present 
during the board's meeting on 
Monday, February 23. 
Selectman Robert Palmer was 
not able to attend the meeting. 

During a selectmen meeting 
in late January, Caira proposed 
a legal budget of $200,000 for 
the services of Town Counsel in 
Fiscal Year 2005, in order to 
accommodate the newly rene- 
gotiated contract between the 
town and the law firm of 
Deutsch, Williams, Brooks, 
DeRensis & Holland. The fig- 


ure marked an increase from 
the $132,800 that Wilmington 
usually appropriates each year 
for legal services. 

In the time since the new con 
tract was signed, some have 
criticized the board for creat- 
ing a new budget that would 
likely cost the town much more 
money in legal services. Given 
that, Selectmen Chairman 
Michael McCoy accused Caira 
of making a political statement 
with the increased budget, 
which McCoy claimed to be

Clash persists over 
imported soils

Wilmington and Massachusetts 
Environmental Associates 
(MEA) continue to joust over 
the importation of soil to the 
Maple Meadow Landfill 
(MML). 

In January, the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) instructed MEA, which 
represents the Spinazzola fami- 
ly, the owners of the property, 
to cease any further importa- 
tion of soils to the South 
Wilmington landfill And 
exception was made for vegeta- 
tive layer material, pending an 
audit of MEA’s documentation 
relating to the 41,000 tons of 
“intermediate cover” and “veg- 
etation support material” that 
MEA President —_—Patrick 
Hannon*claims to have accept- 
ed since August of 2003. In mid- 
February, MEA instructed 
DEP that it will discontinue the 
importation of soils of any kind 
until the evaluation has been 
complete. 

The town has alleged that the 
types and amounts of soil being 
brought to the MML are not 
simply vegetative support 
material. Furthermore, the 
town maintains that the 
amount of soil brought into the 
area violates a recently enact- 
ed Town Bylaw. 

“The Town believes there is 
strong evidence that MEA .s 


not complying with the direc 
tives of your department, 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
stated in a letter to Philip 
Weinberg, the Associate 
Commissioner of the DEP. 

Caira’s letter stated that DEP 
representative Steven Lipman 
and Wilmington Assistant 
Planning and Conservation 
Director Robert Douglas 
ed the property and observed 
that “the soils being imported 
were not vegetative layer mate 
rials, but were, in fact, contam 
inated shaping and grading 
materials.” 

Added Caira, “The Town is 
dismayed that despite the 
DEP's restrictions, MEA 
appears to have stepped up its 
hauling of materials and has 
not complied with DEP's 
requirements as to the quality 
of materials that can be 
received at the MML.” 

The letter makes claims of 
photographs taken during 
Lipman's and Douglas's visit 
that show large piles of con 
crete rubble, boulders, wooden 
pilings, bricks and construction 
debris, along with large quanti 
ties of 6 mil plastic sheeting 
scraps. 

Barry Fogel, of Keegan 
Werlin & Pabian, LLP, the legal 
counsel for MEA, wrote a 
scathing letter in response, 
refuting the town's allegations 
and admonishing the tone of

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Community Television (WCTV) 
will sponsor a debate between 
candidates for the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen on Monday, 
March 29. The event, which 
will last approximately 90 min- 
utes, will begin at 7 p.m. in the 
Town Hall Auditorium at 121 
Glen Road. 

“I'm looking forward to it,” 
says WCTV Executive Director 
Donna Gacek, who began plan- 
ning for the occasion last week. 
“This will be a great opportuni- 
ty for residents to hear from 
the candidates and learn who 
they are.” 

Town Moderator James 
Stewart has agreed to once 
again guide the candidates and 
panelists through the series of 
questions and answers to 


unfold. 

The format of the event will 
be similar to the debates of 
years past. Candidates will 
likely be afforded opening 
statements. From there, they 
will be asked questions on the 
issues of the day from a pan- 
elist of local journalists that 
will include Shawn Sullivan, the 
editor of the Town Crier, 
Vanessa Hughes, the reporter 
for the Lowell Sun, and possibly 
Mark Nichols, the reporter for 
the Advocate. After an hour of 
questioning, the candidates will 
likely be granted an opportuni- 
ty to make a closing statement 

Gacek and the panelists will 
meet in the weeks between now 
and the debate to determine the 
questions and establish particu- 
lars. 

At press time, six candidates 


have thrown their hats in the 
ring in bids for the two three- 
year seats on the Board of 
Selectmen that are available 
during this election: incumbent 
Selectwoman Suzanne Sullivan; 
Mark Nelson, a landscaper; 
Michael Newhouse, a former 
selectman and former town 
counsel; Karl Sagal, a member 
of the Board of Appeals; Dan 
Woodbury, a local activist; and 
Ann Yurek, a member of the 
Master Plan Committee. 

The debate will be broadcast- 
ed live on Channel 22 and will 
air repeatedly in the weeks 
before the Annual Town 
Election on Saturday, April 17. 

In other election news, two 
new candidates have surfaced 
to compete in other races.

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Tewksbury State Hospital 


proposes reforms 


TEWKSBURY - Officials at 
Tewksbury State Hospital, in an 
effort to avoid insurance pro- 
gram cuts, proposed reforms 
after three investigations of the 
state-run facility found faults in 
how it treated patients, 

A federal review released 
Tuesday revealed the hospital 
failed to formally respond to 17 
of 44 patient complaints about 
their care in the second half of 
last year, and it lacked precau- 
tions to prevent the spread of 
infection 

The investigation found that 
the hospital allowed one patient 
with infected feet to walk 
around without slippers in the 
room he shared with three 
other patients. It also reported 
that nurses sometimes handled4\ 
pills with bare hands and did 
not wash between caring for 
patients. 

Tewksbury, which serves peo- 
ple with chronic mental or 
physical illness, has been under

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when a 69-year-old pneumonia 
patient was given the wrong 
medications and became so 
dehydrated that he slipped into 
a coma and died. 

The hospital issued a 113-page 
response to the investigations 
to persuade the federal Centers 
for Medicare & Medicaid 
Services not to follow through 
on a threat to expel the hospital 
from insurance programs for 
the poor, disabled and elderly. 
The agency expects to 
announce this week whether 
the plan is enough to avoid 
expulsion from the Medicare 
and Medicaid programs, which 
would be expected to pay $24.5 
million to the state for the care 
of Tewksbury patients this year. 

“The hospital management 
takes very seriously ‘the 
changes that need to take 
place,” Paul Cote, who became 
the hospital's chief administra- 
tive officer last month, told The 
Boston Globe. “They are 
becoming a better hospital, and 


not arguing or denying or dis- 
cussing that we have chal- 
lenges in front of us.” 

Recently, hospital chief execu- 
tive Raymond D. Sanzone 
resigned, and four other med- 
ical staff members have been 
referred to the hospital's hiring 
committee for possible disci- 
pline. 

Hospital officials promised to 
track patients’ conditions close- 
ly to prevent the situation that 
occurred for John Lydon, the 
pneumonia patient. They also 
said medical staff members 
have been instructed to discuss 
any patient care problems. 

Cote said Governor Mitt 
Romney's administration 
already has allocated $232,000 


for physical repairs at the hos+ “ 


pital. 

He said the hospital also 
would need larger staff, but 
administrators have not yet 
estimated the cost.

I will moderate the event and 
the format will be a_ little 
unique.

What’s that, you ask? If you 
are ever elected to a seat on the 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen, how could you fos- 
ter positive relationships with 
local businesses?

New candidates need to show 
why and how they will be dif- 
ferent from the record present- 
ed by the incumbent. I think 
that this can be a huge advan- 
tage for a first time candidate. 
People like brave, new ideas. 

Incumbents and non-incum- 
bents need to be bold! State 
your point. If you think the 
roads are bad, come out and 
say you want to spend $1,000,000 
to fix them and you are willing 
to cut funding in another 
department. If you think the

As a bit of back-story: Cain 
has always operated his busi- 
ness with a Class I license, 
which authorizes new and used 
car sales. 

In 1999, Cain was given a 
choice by Chrysler to either 
spend $5.1 million and move his 
dealership to Lowell or lose the 
franchise. He chose to remain 
in Wilmington and relinquished 
the franchise. Since that time 
they have continued to sell used 
cars. 

This year the Board of 
Selectmen offered him only a 
three-month Class I license, 
pending the outcome of current 
negotiations for a new car fran- 
chise. 

A Class II license authorizes 
the holder to sell used cars; a 
business venture that the Cain 
dealership has been involved in 
since 1941 

Selectman Robert Palmer was 
absent from the meeting and 
Selectman Michael McCoy 
recused himself from the hear- 
ing. He stated for the record 
that Town Counsel advised him 
that it was unnecessary, but he 
chose to anyway to avoid any 
sense of impropriety. You see, 
according to at least one of 
McCoy's letters to the editor, he 
“HATES” Fred Cain's brother 
Bob. 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
took the position of Chairman 
while McCoy stood in the back 
of the room and shot spit balls 
out of a straw at various mem- 
bers of the audience (that's not 
true - but it is what I would 
have done if I had the chance). 

Cain had his paperwork in 
order. 

All the abutters were notified 
of the public hearing and were 
given ample opportunity to 
speak out in opposition. None 
did.

“There is no indication in the 
facts we have been provided 
that the applicant is not a prop- 
er person to engage in the busi- 
ness of buying and selling sec- 
ond hand motor vehicles,” 
opined Attorney John Richard 
Hucksam, Jr.

Wilmington does have a bylaw 
which stipulates that used cars 
may only be sold as a sec- 
ondary function of a primary 
business. For __ instance; 
Hyundai’s primary business is 
to sell new cars, but it also sells 
used cars in a secondary 
capacity. Charlie's Auto Body's 
primary business is to repair 
and they sell used cars in a sec- 
ondary capacity. 

With the Cains having been in 
business since 1941, 
Wilmington’s Building 
Inspector determined that the 
business was grandfathered 
from the current bylaws. 

Naturally, Sullivan disagreed 
with the Building Inspector's 
determination. 

“Yes, but they were selling 
used cars under a Class I 
license,” Sullivan said. 

It was becoming painfully 
obvious by this time that 
Sullivan was dead set against 
issuing the license, despite the 
expert opinions of Town 
Counsel and the Building 
Inspector. There was an under-

In his own words of long ago . . . 


1937. He is now dead, but in 1937 
he was an old circus man and 
showman, 70 years old his next 
birthday. For nearly 60 years, 
he followed the sawdust trail or 
trod the mimographic boards. 

From New York to San 
Francisco to New Orleans to 
the Canadian border, from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia to Crow’s 
Nest in the Province of Alberta, 
from the horse and buggy days 
right down to the present time, 
he played in circuses, honky- 
tonks, dime museums, variety 
shows, vaudeville theaters, fair- 
grounds, expositions, school 
halls, department stores, and 
nearly every form of human 
assembly where entertainment 
is provided. He was with Sig 
Sautelle, Harry Mann, Gollmar, 
L. W. Washburn, Al G. Barnes, 
Barnum and Ringling, all the 
well-known circus men in their 
day, with the young Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West Show, Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West Show, and 
Pawnee Bill. He was a boy 
magician, fire eater, electric 
coil operator when electricity 
was in its infancy, handcuff 
king, spirit cabinet operator, 
illusionist, barker, announcer, 
circus rider, side show manag- 
er, equestrienne director, claim 
agent for a circus and Punch 
and Judy performer. 

In 1937, he still had three acts: 
trained dogs, Punch and Judy, 
and a clown act. 

And here is his story, as he 
told it to me in 1937: 

“I was born in Danvers, 
Massachusetts, November 4, 
1867. They didn't have any nut- 
shop there then, but after I left, 
they put one in to fill the vacan- 
cy. 

“Father came up from New 
Brunswick and went to work for 
his brother-in-law, who ran a 
grist mill in Danversport 
Mother came up later. They 
were married in Danvers but 
moved to Everett when I was a 
small boy. 

“I was allowed to put on long 
trousers at a very early age. 
Soon afterwards, along with 
some other kids, I went over to 
Chelsea to see the old Reynolds 
Bros. circus one afternoon. We 
also skipped school, as I 
remember the after-effects. 

“Attracted by the glamour of 

the profession, I had decided to 
join it if I could muscle in some 
place where they’d have me. 
But even in those days, I 
showed some glimmering of 
sense. I didn’t try to water the 
elephant, because that was too 
much like work. Pretty soon, 1 
began to make myself useful to 
the man who sold pink lemon- 
ade. He looked me over.

“How about your folks? 
Where are your parents?’ 

“Oh, I’m an orphan. 

“All right 

“And he began to tell me what 
to do. 


“The other kids went home 
and told my mother. Later she 
came around to collect her 
‘orphan’ But I had gone on 
with the circus to Gloucester. 
So the next day, my father had 
to give up a much needed day's 
pay to come down and get me. 
He only made eight or nine dol- 
lars a week. Father was a 
laboring man, but a gentleman. 

“But I still had the show bug, 
which was a bad thing in those 
horse-car days. Every chance I 
got, I'd give it a fling. Before 
long I had a job pumping the 
organ in the Baptist Church. 
This was on Friday evenings. I 
also peddled papers on Sundays 
and did any odd jobs I could so 
as to pick up a little change to 
take me over to Boston. 

“Yes, they had amateur nights 
way back then, at the old 
Boylston Theater on 
Washington Street. But it was 
very hard to muscle in with 
that tough bunch of South End 
kids. Finally I discovered I 
could get on at Gray’s Opera 
House on Chardon Street. 

“This was a place where they 
sold beer right in the audience, 
put on leg shows and all sorts of 
things. It was a dump, and was 
supposed to be awfully wicked, 
for those times. 

“Friday nights, I found, gave 
me my best chance of getting 
over there. All I had to do was 
hire a substitute to pump the 
organ. Father and Mother 
thought I was doing my duty at 
the church and didn’t bother 
me about it. 

“Everything went along nicely 
for a while. Then I forgot to pay 
my substitute for a few weeks, 
and he went to see my mother, 
and there were no more ama- 
teur nights for quite a while. 

“All I could do was sneak over 
to Boston every chance I got 
and patronize the shooting gal- 
leries. The principal one was 
Miller's on Court Street. A 
large, pretentious place. Or, so 
it seemed to me then. 

“It was a saloon with a shoot- 
ing gallery in the basement. A 
very nice place, like all 
Germans ran in those days. 
Very popular. The sporting peo- 
ple from all over the country 
patronized it when they were in 
Boston. It had a big bar, restau- 
rant, and moving figures. 

“Every time my mother sent 
me over to buy tea at the old 
Atlantic & Pacific store on the 
corner of Howard and Court 
streets, I'd skin a few pennies 
somehow and go down to 
Miller's. Sometimes I did it by 


walking 

between Boston and Everett, 
and sometimes I had a few left 
from what I managed to earn 
through the week. 

“I got to be a pretty good shot. 

“Later the church was going 
to have a festival in the Town 
Hall in Everett. I suggested to 
the minister that we put in a 
shooting gallery and run it as 
part of the show. He thought it 
was a good idea. So I rigged one 
up on one side of the hall. Only 
had one gun and a few targets, 
and it was a wonder nobody got 
killed. But I done so well the 
first night that I was able to 
buy another gun, a Flobert rifle 
which I still have. 

“In fact, I did more business 
than anybody else in the show. 
Everybody was delighted, and 
nobody questioned what I 
turned in. So I deducted the 
price of the rifles, and, well, I 
gave ‘em what you might call a 
percentage cut. That gave me a 
financial idea that I've found 
very useful ever since. It's 
always a good thing to have the 
first handling of the money. 

“When I finally got a regular 
job on the boards, I started out 
as a magician. And the first job 
I tackled was being a fire eater. 
But I didn’t last too long at 
that. It was too darn tough. 

“You had to take some cotton 
balls soaked in gasoline, and 
put them into your mouth by 
sleight of hand, so the audience 
wouldn’t catch on. Then you 
would exhale the gasoline 
vapor and set it afire by some 
kind of a light waved in front of 
your face, So long as you had 
your wind with you and kept a 
steady pressure of air behind 
the vapor, you could keep the 
fire away from your face. But if 
you slipped up and allowed a 
few drops of gasoline to come 
out onto your lips, it was too 
bad. 

“Then another fellow and I 
doubled up and done what they 
called ‘double magic.’ We were 
among the first to do the spirit 
cabinet, and the trunk act and 
the handcuff release, the same 
stunt that Houdini afterwards 
carried to perfection. And by 
the way, he and his wife were 


just starting. Only he.made-a « 
study of the thing, and see’ 


where he got. We didn’t. 

“My partner was Albert Eddy. 
In the spring of 1888, we were in 
New York. He had a girl in 
Boston and wanted to go back 
there. I didn’t have any girl at 
that time, and wasn’t interested 
in going to Boston. So we split 
up. 

“I saw an ad in the old New 
York Clipper - ‘Wanted: a young 
man magician. 

“That was my first experience 
with a circus. It was the cele- 
brated ‘Signor Sautelle, usually 


show, in other words, a wagon 
show. I signed up with him as a 
side show magician, getting 
nine dollars a week. Which was 
big money for him to pay, as I 
found out afterwards, for he 
was noted for paying low 
salaries. 

“Sig was a character. He was 
an old Grand Army man, and 
had been a Punch and Judy 
performer before the Civil War. 
He had also been with old 
Adam Forepaugh’s show, and 
with Barnum’s Circus back in 
the 1860s. 

“He knew his business and 
was boss of the show, all right. 
But he had a boss over him. 
That was his wife Maria. 

“She had the ‘red wagon; as 
the ticket wagon was always 
called, for it was painted that 
way. She sold all the tickets, 
handled all the money, and was 
the power behind ‘the throne. 
Never a performer herself, she 
was a small woman with not 
much to say. But she knew how 
to handle the public, and she 
knew how to handle Sig. 

“She'd call him. 

“Sig? 

“Gosh dang it, Maria, don’t 
bother me!’ 

And he'd come, in spite of his 
bluster. 

“Once she called him clear 
from New York City to 
Syracuse. And he came, with a 
bunch of newspaper reporters 
reaching for his coattails. That 
was years later, when I was 
with the Barnum show, and we 


were playing in Madison 
Square Garden. 
“Sig had come to New York on 


business. Visited the show one 
matinee and renewed acquain- 
tance with a lot of people who 
had worked for him in the old 
days. Talked with me and I 
asked him where he was stop- 


ping. 

“Oh, over at the old Putnam 
House.’ 

“Now Sig for years had been 
noted for his stick-pin which 
was in the form of a horse of 
white gold studded with dia- 
monds. Nobody could think of 
Sig without thinking of the pin. 

“I said to him, ‘Sig, you're 
taking a chance with that dia- 
mond pin around here on 
Broadway at night’ 

“Hr-mph! No silicker’s slick 
enough to get that from me!’ 

“Next morning when I picked 
up the paper, there was the 
headline, ‘Sig Stautelle, noted 
circus man, loses his diamond 
horse stick-pin.’ 

“Sig was good copy; therefore 
he made the front page. He was 
unaccompanied by the missus. 
He'd been out that night on a 
little party. Didn’t get drunk, 
because he never did. But he 
was having a good time and

!\“We had no precedent for this,

Blaney. “All of us were amazed 
at how exploring these issues 
buand experiences together helped 
us to minimized our stress.” 

Blaney’s background in train- 

ing .and facilitation helped the 
process along and the group 
| (read articles, researched topics 
and “chewed” on challenging 
issues. 
; Jt didn’t take long for Blaney 
to realize that other parents 
; could benefit from a tool show- 
ing them how to create similar 
,,froups. She took -her group's 
vy experience and meshed it with 
) exhaustive research, pulled

from a wide range of experts, to 
write her book. 

“My focus is to guide parents 
to explore the range of issues 
they are likely to face while rais- 
ing their teens,” said Blaney. 

The book does not claim to be 
a “best way.” It offers flexibility 
enough to fit into practically any 
family’s beliefs and value sys- 
tem, allowing the user to clarify 
what is most important to them. 

“I focus on the ‘typical’ issues 
faced by parents and teens,” 
said Blaney. “I don’t address 
the more serious problems like 
eating disorders, substance 
abuse . . . which require profes- 
sional assistance.” 

Blaney found that many books 
on the subject delve into a par- 
ticular area, but leave parents 
wanting for information in other 
important areas. Her book pro- 
vides an examination of a full 
range of issues, such as adoles- 
cent development and the 
changing role of a parent of a 
teenager. The book coaches on 
improving communication, fam- 
ily dynamics, and other such 
areas. It also advises parents 
about what they can do to influ- 
ence whether their children 
become involved in risky behav- 
ior, how to support children 
through their schooling, and 
how the parents’ expectations 
color the child's world. 

“I want readers to read the 
chapter, do some brief exercises 
and then go talk to others: their 
child's other parent, friends, 
peers, or in their discussion 
groups,” said Blaney. “Each 
parent needs to examine these 
changing issues and make deci- 
sions that are appropriate for 


their family's development at ; 


the present time, recognizing 
that things will continue to 
change.” 

All parents are encouraged to 
join Ms. Blaney on March 3rd. 

Wilmington parents can expect 
Blaney to speak for 45 to 60 min- 
utes and then welcome ques- 
tions from the audience. 

“My objective is to give par- 
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ents information about their 
parenting journey that helps 
them ‘smooth out their ride,” 
says Blaney. “Many parents 
find themselves riding the same 
rollercoaster the adolescents 
are on - and that really isn't pro- 
ductive for anyone.” 

Blaney stresses that parenting 
groups structured around her 
book are not therapy groups and 
that there should be no expecta- 
tion or requirement that parents 
speak about private or confiden 
tial matters. 

“This will make the kids feel 
very uncomfortable - which is 
not our goal - and it makes par- 
ents feel vulnerable, too,” said 
Blaney. “There is a lot of mate- 
rial that parents can discuss 
together that doesn’t touch upon 
those sensitive confidential 
areas. That said, if and when a 
group develops some trust, this 
can be a place where parents 
can get much needed support. It 
is important, if parents want to 
‘go there; that they talk about 
the issue of confidentiality and 
what it means in this group.” 

There will be a sign-up sheet 
at the event for those interested 
in joining parenting discussion 
groups. 


More information regarding

activist, was shocked to find out 
that MEA was using contami- 
nated soils at the MML. 

“That is a lie,” Hannon says. 
“That's when she started her 
‘Sullivan for selectman’ cam- 
paign, riding on the lies that 
she didn’t know what was going 
on out here and that now she is 
going to protect the town of 
Wilmington from the big bad 
Spinazzola project.” 

According to Hannon, the 
DEP agreed to the stock pile of 
soil to raise money for the envi- 
ronmental studies at the land- 
fill. 
“To date, I've spent $1.3 mil- 
lion in environmental studies,” 
Hannon said. “Sullivan clearly 
lied to the residents of 
Wilmington, telling them that 
this is a bad project and bad for 
the aquifer. This is her own 
agenda and she could cost the 


taxpayers of Wilmington mil- 
lions of dollars for her own pri- 
vate agenda.” 

Hannon has no intention of 
cooperating with the town at 
this point, since he views its 
attitude as becoming increas- 
ingly adversarial during the 
last year. He plans to be com- 
pletely forthcoming with the 
DEP, but he will leave it to that 
agency to inform Wilmington 
whether any discrepancies 
exist. 

“I’m at a zero tolerance for 
Suzanne Sullivan,” Hannon 
says. “She has pushed this pro- 
ject back by a year. Does it 
make sense to leave this project 
sitting here for another year 
uncapped? The project would 
be substantially capped by now. 
Now it is another two years 
off.” 

Hannon remains skeptical 
that the town’s recently enact-

Leaflets on white | 
supremacy distributed © 


Residents react to materials with repulsion

TEWKSBURY - The Tewksbury 
Police Department is considering 
the distribution of white 
supremacist literature through- 
out the north end of town last 
week to be an isolated incident 

According to Deputy Chief 
Timothy Sheehan, residents 
found racist literature in areas 
around River Road in north 
Tewksbury on Monday, February 
16. 

“It was most likely someone 
traveling from the Lowell area 
towards the Lawrence area (who) 
just dropped off packets as they 
went,” said Sheehan. 

No other areas of the town 
appear to have been affected by 
what residents considered to be 
hate literature. 

“It appears that no one in 
‘Tewksbury was involved in the 
incident,” said Sheehan. 

According to police, every resi- 
dent who logged a complaint with 
authorities did so with repulsion. 

“This movement has no support 
in the Town of Tewksbury,” said 
Sheehan. * 

The literature was distributed 


on lawns and driveways and con- 
tained three leaflets folded up 
and held in place with elastic in 
the way a newspaper might be 
delivered. Police sent samples of 
the leaflets to Town Manager 
David Cressman, Town Counsel 
and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI). Sheehan 
personally brought leaflets to the 
Postmaster General, but since 
mailboxes were not used to dis- 
seminate such materials, no mail 
regulations were violated. 

According to Sheehan, the FBI 
is aware of the white supremacist 
organization that distributed the 
materials. The group is based in 
Arkansas and has a satellite in 
Haverhill. The FBI continues to 
monitor the group, but considers 
them to be non-violent at this 
time. 

Sheehan has been led to believe 
that the entire Haverhill satellite 
for the group consists of one indi- 
vidual and that the distribution of 
the literature was done in an 
attempt to counter February’s 
status as Black History Month. 

The leaflets contained various 
pro-white agendas. Each had an 


application for membership to 
the so-called White Revolution. 

A spokesperson for, the 
Tewksbury School System con- 
firmed Sheehan's statement that 
the incident was isolated ahd has 
created no fall-out in any other 
area of town or within the school 
system, * 

“I know this is news and you 
have to report on it,” Sheehan 
told the Town Crier, “but with the 
television coverage showing” 
close-up’ images of the leaflets 
and all of the attention from the 
newspapers, the group has proba- 
bly reached 45,000 to 50,000 people 
instead of the 100 or so péople 
that had received the literature. 
It’s unfortunate.” 

The group's main office in 
Arkansas did not return. .mes- 
sages. The group's website offers 
a contact name in Massachusetts, 
but lists only a P.O. Box to. make 
contact. No telephone listing 
exists for the individual named as 
the Massachusetts contact in 
Haverhill or any of the surfound- 
ing towns.

Cain dealership granted license 


According to Cain, he figured 
he’d apply for the Class II 
license because the three- 
month Class I license issued to 
him by the board in January is 
set to expire on April 12. That 
date will arrive on the heels of 
March 31, the day by which 
Cain must have his dealer's 
plates renewed by the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles.

WOBURN - They both grew 
up in the same town, both grad- 
uated from the same high 
school and both threw off the 
same pitcher’s mound. Now 
nearly a dozen years later, they 
reunite together because of 
their love for the game of base- 
ball and because of their long 

lasting friendship. 

Jason Bere graduated from 
WHS in 1989 after a solid varsi- 
ty career for the Wildcats 
under former head coach Dick 
Scanlon. Matt McManus, also 
pitched under Scanlon and had 
a terrific career before he 
graduated in 1992. 

Bere went on to pitch at 
Middlesex Community College, 
before being drafted by the 
Chicago Whitesox. He’s now 
about to pitch in his 12th pro- 
fessional baseball season. But 
in order to due that he needed 
some help, so he called a life- 
long friend. While on his honey- 
moon this past August, 


MeManus received a phone call 
from Bere, who said he needed 
help rehabilitating his right 


shoulder after surgery. 

McManus, who went onto to 
pitch and earn a physical ther- 
apy degree from Northeastern 
University, is now a co-owner of 
Baystate Wellness Center in 
Woburn. One simple phone call 
has resulted in six months of 
hard work and training 
between the two of them. 

Two weeks ago was the last 
session between the two to help 
Bere regain his major league 
form that saw him win 12 
games three different times, 
and compile a 71-65 record with 
920 career strikeouts between 
time with the Chicago 
Whitesox, Chicago Cubs, 
Milwaukee Brewers, Cincinnati 
Reds and now he’s in his sec- 
ond stint with the Cleveland 
Indians.

there in 2000 where he went 6-3 
in 11 regular season starts com- 
ing over in a trade. The entire 
2002 season didn’t go as 
planned for Bere, who tore up 
his groin and was limited to 
just 16 starts. In spring training 
last year, Bere won one of the 
starting rotation spots for a 
very young Cleveland team. He 
made only two starts and 
pitched less than seven com- 
bined innings because of con- 
stant pain he was having in his 
pitching arm. 

“I first felt it after spring 
training,” Bere said. “In my 
first start I really felt it and I 
flew back to Cleveland and the 
doctors said I had a tear in my 
labrum. They said I could 
either rest it and see if it would 
get better, or have surgery. I 
tried to rest it. I tried to do 
rehab and it didn’t work. There 
was no question that it was 
torn. 

“I remember making one 
start in rehab and it never felt 
right and the wheels kept spin- 
ning off. I tried to pitch in 
Detroit and I practically could- 
n't even reach the catcher.” 

He ended up having surgery 
on his right shoulder on June 
11. From there he was told that 
he couldn’t throw a baseball for 
four months. That’s when reha- 
bilation came in. 

“You start rehabilation two 
days later (after surgery),” 
said Bere. “The simplest of 
exercises but you can’t throw a 
baseball for four months. 
Where I’m at now after four 
months is just amazing. I ended 
up staying in Cleveland (after 
the surgery) because I wanted 
to be with the team. 

“I came back here in August 
and I wanted a pltysical thera- 
pist here to work on me so 
that's why I called Matt. I knew 
he would be the perfect person 
to help me.” 

Bere has battled all kinds of 
injuries. In 1996, he had surgery 
on his right elbow and it took 
him nearly two years to come 
back at full strength. He was 
healthy for the 2000 season 
which he finished with a 12-10 
record splitting the season with 
Milwaukee and Cleveland. That 
off-season he signed a two- 
year, $5.6 million dollar con- 
tract with the Cubs. He went 11- 
11 in his first season, before suf- 
fering the groin injury in his 
second season. 

He’s made just two appear- 
ances in the past year-and-a- 
half and he’s dying to get back 
in there. But he realizes that 
injuries take time to heal, espe- 
cially this one. 

“Injuries get me in trouble,” 
he said. “I always think I can 
get through them. This time 
though the doctor said there 
was no way and I had to get 
surgery. I’ve never meet a 
baseball player who hasn’t had 
the slightest thing wrong with 
them. But I had to shut it down. 

“I don’t know How many times 
I went out on the mound where 
something was hurting me. I 
just always think I can get 
through it and I can still get the 
job done.” 

With three major injuries in 
his 12 seasons in the Big 
Leagues, not to mention stints 
on the disabled lists, rehab 
starts and trips to the physical 
therapist, Bere said mentally 
those set backs are just as 
tough as trying to figure out 
how to strikeout Jason Giambi 
or Alex Rodriguez. 

“The first couple years I 
pitched real well,” he said. 
“There's been stretches of 
times when I haven't pitched 
well. I've certainly stunk up the 
joint when I’m healthy, and I 
know I've pitched poorly when 
I’ve been hurt. But you get to a 
point where nothing hurts. 
You're an athlete and there 
hasn't been a time in 20 years 
where nothing has hurt me. 

“I know without my right arm 
that I’m useless in this sport. 
I'm only good to a team whert > 
I'm throwing the ball. I don’t 
have much if I’m not throwing 
well. I don’t hit, field or any- 
thing else. I pitch and in order 
me to do it well I need to be 
healthy. 

“The toughest part is mental- 
ly. The physical aspect isn’t all 
that bad, it’s the mental part. 
You come in here (to therapy) 
and there's all of these repeti- 
tive steps and exercises you 
have to do to build up the mus- 
cle and you get fed up with it. 
But then you realize that by 
doing all of this stuff, you will 
only reap the benefits by being

Bere called McManus, who 
was on his honeymoon in 
August. Immediately McManus 
said he would assist Bere, but 
first got him set up with his 
partner, Mike Mulrenan, who 
founded Bay State Wellness 
Center for two weeks until 
McManus returned from his 
trip. 

After graduating from 
Northeastern in 1999, McManus 
spent a year pitching profes- 
sionally in Holland. He came 
back to Wilmington and assist- 
ed Scanlon on the varsity base- 
ball team. Last year McManus 
was inducted into the 
Wilmington High Athletic Hall 
of Fame for being a three-sport 
athlete. 


Since then he’s been a physi- 
cal therapist. Now in Woburn 
for the past two years, 
McManus specializes in ortho- 
pedic rehabilation, sports 
injuries and injuries to the 
spine. 

The BayState Wellness Center 
is a 3,000 square foot facility 
and it offers all kinds of fitness, 
therapy and rehabilation pro- 
grams. McManus joined up 
with his friend Mike Mulrenan. 
The two of them have worked 
on high school, college and pro- 
fessional athletes and teams 
whether it’s been therapy work, 
rehabilation work or just get- 
ting them into better shape to 
perform on the athletic fields. 

“Rehabbing an athlete and 
getting the athlete to under- 
stand from a medical stand- 
point is the hardest part to the 
job,” said McManus. “You need 
the athlete to be motivated. 
We're not a coach or a parent. 
You want them to progress effi- 
ciently and you need them to be 
motivated to do that.” 

McManus said that he's 
worked on all kinds of athletes. 
He said members of the 
Wilmington High girls basket- 
ball team such as Lani Cabral- 
Pini and Alicia Murray have 
come in after ankle injuries. 
McManus has worked with sev- 
eral hundred collegiate ath- 
letes, as well as entire teams 
such as the Bentley College 
Women’s soccer team and the 
Dual State Huskies hockey 
team. He said that being an 
athlete himself drew him to this 
field. 

“Now I’m on the other side of 
it,” he said. “I try to get the ath- 
letes back on the field as fast as 
I can. When they excel after 
that it gets to be a personal sat- 
isfaction knowing that I had 
something to do with it. I know 
I'm not the man, but I’m just a 
person helping and guiding 
them along and it’s nice to 
assist in that process. 

“It’s nice to have relationships 
with area athletes, coaches, 
athletic directors who are all 
home based.” 

Home base is where he and 
Bere began to be friends. Bere 
was a senior at WHS, when 
McManus was a freshman. 
Although they didn’t pitch 
together on the same team they 
were friends from the commu- 
nity, who kept in touch after 
high school was over. 


When Bere decided to come 
back home to continue his 
rehabilation process, it didn’t 
take long for him to decide 
where to go. 

“Matt’s been great,” said 
Bere. “I left Cleveland in the 
end of August and I needed to 
find someone here at home that 
was hopefully qualified. I was- 
n't going to do the rehab just so 
I could swing around the golf 
clubs. This is my job, pitching 
is my job. 

“I needed someone who was 
qualified and I knew about 
Matt’s background so I called 
him up. He told me that he 
would do whatever he thought 
would help me. He's kept in 
touch with the therapists at 
Cleveland and they think he’s 
doing a terrific job of helping 
me. He has exercises they don’t 
have or even know about. 
Matt's just adding to the pro- 
gram and I need to go forward 
and he’s helping me do that.” 

McManus said that he’s just 
trying to keep things simple for 
Bere. 


“It’s Jason's job to take his 
(rehabilation) and be able to 
extend it out and take it to a 
higher level,” said McManus. 
“His motivation is well beyond 
anything. His responsibility is 
one of the reasons why he’s 
ahead of schedule. He under- 
stands that he needs to be fully 
healthy, and have a good year 
so he can sign a multi-year con- 
tract and ride out his career. 

“He knows that he has to 
motivate himself, and he knows 
when I have to progress him 
and when I have to hold him 
back. He understands the big 
picture and that makes it so 
much easier. 

“I've kept in touch with the 
Indians’ head trainer and he 
tells me different things he is 
looking for. The line of commu- 
nication needs to be there and 
it’s great having that.” 

Bere said that coming back 
home to do three or four ses- 
sions a week for six months 
wasn't going to be easy. So hav- 
ing a buddy who he could share 
laughs with made it all that 
much easier. 

“Mentally it helps a lot (being 
here with Matt),” said Bere. 
“Everything is so monotonous 
Here and it’s mentally 
painful....{t’s been great here 
with him. I can’t believe it's 
over and I’m leaving here for 
spring training.”

Bere left for Spring Training 
shortly after his final stint with 
McManus about two weeks ago. 
Even though he’s an 11-year 
veteran who has won 71 games 
in his career playing for a team 
that won just 68 games last 
year, Bere has to prove himself 
all over again. The Indians 
coaches and administrative 
staff knows what he can do, but 
he has to go out there and prove 
it once again. 

“I battle for a spot every 
spring training,” he said. “I 
haven't pitched in almost a 
year-and-a-half so I have to bat- 
tle. With my experience and 
what I can accomplish when 
I'm healthy should be enough 
to get one of the spots, as long 
as I prove I am healthy. I never 


go in taking anything for grant} 
ed. I was a 36th round draft 
choice and I've never beer 
given an opportunity to take 
things for granted. I need to Bet 
my work done.” 

He has strong opposition as 
Cleveland has built a strong 
young pitching staff behind 
guys like CC Sebathia, Jakd 
Westbrook, Cliff Lee and Jasor 
Davis. Cleveland decided td 
resign several veterans such ag 
Bere and Holyoke native Mark 
Wohlers who has gone 
through very similar problems 
as Bere has — to add some 
experience to the staff. : 

“I spoke with (manager) Erid 
Wedge and (general manager 
Mark) Shapiro before I left (td 
come back here in August) and 
I told them that I really appre; 
ciated the way they treated mq 
and that they are a first clasg 
organization,” said Bere. “I had 
signed a one year deal with 
them (before last season) and I 
was hurt and they could've eas: 
ily said see ya later to me. But 
throughout the injury they weré 
always interested in how I was 
feeling. I told them that if theré 
was a spot in the rotation (this 
season), a legitimate shot, that 
I'd like a chance to come badk. 

“Right after the season was 
over, they offered me a minor 
league contract. It wasn’t 
guaranteed but I said to my 
agent, ‘let’s do it’. It's about 
honesty, This is what I want té 
do. I don't do it for the money 
and I never have done it for the 
money, I go through this every+ 
day and if I wasn't at the top.of 
my game or feel that I couldn't 
be at the top of my game: 
wouldn’t be doing this. t- 

“There's nothing like being 
out on a big league field pitch: 
ing. There’s no feeling like it:”!

From four wins to 17 wins. 
From the cellar of the North 
Cape League to league cham- 
pions. So yes, the Wilmington 
High girls hockey team has 
gone from the outhouse to the 
penthouse. 

In front of a loud and packed 
crowd at the  Ristuecia 
Exposition Center on 
Thursday afternoon, the Lady 
Wildcats made school history 
when they defeated 
Masconomet Regional, 5-1, to 
capture the first league title 
with a 13-2 record which was 
one point better than runner- 
up Chelmsford.

According to a Grace spon- 
sored website (www.civil- 
action.com), titled “Beyond A 
Civil Action": “Since 1992, 
Grace has pumped 25 million 
gallons of groundwater from 
the most contaminated areas 
on its property and has extract- 


There are four other compa- 
nies that were named in the 
suit, Wildwood (formerly 
Beatrice), Olympia Nominee 
Trust, New England Plastics, 
UniFirst and Grace. Of the fiv 
Grace's property is located far- 
thest away from Wells G & H 

The EPA, neighborhood 
groups, and others have cited 
Grace for its cooperation in the 
matter. In an interview, Ryan 
recalled that the Grace execu- 
tives were unaware of illegal 
waste disposal that was taking 
place on the site by their 
employees. When it was discov- 
ered the Grace management 
took immediate steps to put a 
halt to it 

In later findings it was dis- 
covered that many of the pollu- 
tants in the groundwater could 
not have come from the Grace

“Plans are in place to 
improve the intersection of 
Routes 38 (Main Street) and 62 
in Wilmington,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“During a meeting, Christer 
Ericsson, of Greenman and 
Pederson, Inc. (GPI), recom- 
mended to the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen the left- 
hand lane traveling northbound 
on Route 38, towards Tewks- 
bury, should be reserved exclu- 
sively for left hand turns, as 
should the left hand lane of 
Route 62 traveling westbound 
towards Burlington 

“The left hand lane of Route 
38 traveling southbound 
towards Interstate 95 will 
remain as two general purpose 
lanes, while the right hand lane 
of Route 62, traveling east- 
bound towards Reading and the 
Wilmington Public Safety 
Building will provide an exclu 
sive right hand turn lane. 

“To implement these recom: 
mendations, a left hand only 
signal head will be added for 
the northbound approach and a 
right turn signal head will be 
added to the eastbound 
approach. Pavement markings 
and signs will be added and 
southbound signals will remain 
unchanged. GPI conducted 
traffic studies of the area and 
found that approximately 23,600 
vehicles per weekday and 
20,300 vehicles on Saturdays 
travel along Route 38. Approxi 
mately 13,000 vehicles travel 


along Route 62 on a normal 
weekday and 10,700 on a Satur- 
day.

“State Association Health 
Plans would institute competi- 
tion in the small-group market 
in Massachusetts and constitute 
a first step toward much needed 
reform. 

“Finally, reforming medical 
malpractice laws would lower 
the cost of quality health care 
for all employers and employ- 
ees, while protecting the rights 
of legitimately injured patients.

Assessing the 
situation: 
Lynnfield 


“In the second year of a 
three-year curriculum review, 
building principals have 
focused on the types of assess- 
ment used,” notes the “Lynn- 
field Villager.” 

“The goal of this review is to 
better link the curriculum to 
assessment and instruction. 

“Assessment practices at the 
high school have the most vari- 
ety and depth. Principal Robert 
Hassett explained the nine dif- 
ferent assessments and why 
they are effective to the School 
Committee. 

“The nine areas of assess- 
ment are writing, tests and 
quizzes, mid-term and final 
exams, homework, note books, 
lab reports, projects, oral pre- 
sentations and research papers. 

“Writing assessments are 
used throughout the courses 
and is the core of the English 
Department. Writing examples 
include essays, short answers 
and open response questions. 
Students in the ninth and tenth 
grade are prepared for assign- 
ments on the MCAS and now on 
the SAT. 

“Tests and quizzes are used 
in all areas on a daily basis. 
They are used at the end of a 
unit or throughout the unit to 
assess the students’ under- 
standing of a topic 

“Mid-term exams and final 
exams are also used in all sub- 
ject areas. These high stake 
tests also prepare students for 
MCAS, SAT and AP tests. 

“Homework is assigned in 
all courses, but remains the 
least popular according to Has- 
sett. Students are assigned

homework on a nightly basis 
and it is part of the student's 
final grade. 

“Notebooks are also used in 
all courses. Students have their 
notebooks graded and they are 
required for all courses. 

“Oral presentations are also 
required in all courses. These 
presentations also provide pub- 
lic speaking skills to the stu- 
dents. 

“Projects are used mostly in 
art, photography or design 
courses. This assessment 
allows students to display their 
artistic work. 

“The research paper is a 
graduation requirement. The 
paper is written in the stu- 
dents’ junior English class. The 
paper is a 2000 word document 
which prepares the students for 
most college assignments.

“Though parents and stu- 
dents need to know that there 
might be changes if anything 
happens, she added. Because it 
is not an exchange program 
and only a tour trip, there are 
no scholarships available, 
Innes said. Almost all the seven 
students going on the trip this 
year are siblings of other stu- 
dents that have gone on this 
trip before and they start sav- 
ing early on, according to 
Innes. G 
“The French trip is part of 
an exchange program with a 
sister school in St. Germain-en- 
Laye, 30 minutes outside of 
Paris, St. Germain has been a 
sister city of Winchester’s for 
more than a decade. 

“Joyce Anderson, French 
teacher, said the French group 
did not have any chaperones 
this year so they will be visit- 
ing Winchester in 2005. This is 
the third year the school has 
gone on this trip, Anderson 
said. 

“This year the trip will be 
shorter than the usual nine 
days because French students 
end their vacation at the end of 
April. Since the purpose of the 
trip is that the Winchester stu- 
dents attend classes in France, 
it makes no Sense to go earlier.
